nounce all principles of the laws of nations, of common 
Juſtice and humanity, Heaven ſtill favouring the juſtice of 
our cauſe,” gave us ſucceſs againſt both - theſe powers in 
America, where the foundation of the ruin of our commerce 
and naval power had long been deſign'd to be laid. Ne- 
gotiations for peace now take place, wherein, I take for 
granted, thoſe who conduct our affairs have already, or will, 
in due time, take proper care for the effectual ſeparation of - 
Spain from France, and that the proviſions made herein by | 
the treaties of Utrecht, confirmed by that of Aix la Cha- 

Pelle, be now renewed, ftrengthened, and preſerved in their 4 
full extent; and as the public writers, who labour with 

ſuch aſſiduity for our inſtruction or guidance have been ſilent 
in this point, I deſire by your means to inform thoſe wo 
may be inclined attentively to conſider the nature of that 


proviſion, and unacquainted with its particular. 
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By the 6th article of the treaty of Urrecht between Great 
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Britain and France, concluded the 11th Day of April 1713, 
MV.
